IS REAL HUMORIST 


H* Carl Dann^ “Floridans super- 
salesman/' delivered a eharacteristicj 
humorous address before Rollins stu¬ 
dents Monday* President Holt in¬ 
troduced the speaker by saying that 
he had long thought of establishing 
a course at Rollins on salesmanship 
to teach how to avoid salesmen* | 
Mr. Dann started by boasting that ' 
his grandpa came to America as cap¬ 
tain of the Mayflower, and contrast-I 
ed his wisdom with that of Chris 
Columbus, stating that bis grandpa 
“knew where he was going and Chris 
Columbus didn*t.“ 

He said his grandpa had come to 
Florida and with his hands had piled 
up the hills and dug the lakes and 
rivers, only to be criticised for mak¬ 
ing the St. John's river flow north 
when his purpose w^as to make the 
Halifax flow south. 

His grandpa made Florida such 
an incomparable state, he continued, 
that while every state has one high¬ 
est point Florida has 279 highest 
points and a real estate development 
located on each to prove it- 

He told How he with Prof, Wein¬ 
berg and Dean Sprague set out to 
find the ideal state last summer and 
met one man in Philadelphia who 
flourished before them a telegram 
from Florida telling of the discovery 
of land on his lot* 

The lumber shortage developed in 
the state, according to Mr* Dann, 
after 4,000,000 lots had heen sur¬ 
veyed and staked out. They began i 
subdividing the ocean and needed 
longer stakes that's all* 

Becoming serious for a moment, 
Mr. Dann said that to live or be 
w'orthy of life yon must be able to 
love, labor, and laugh. 

But then w^ent on, “The 'boom* 
was a compliment to this state, for 
you can't start a boom in a dead 
place* It takes a boom to develop j 
a state in a short time;; I refer you 
back to California in *48/* 


He declared that only the pessim¬ 
ists liowl about the state 'coming 
back' for it is already here* They 
arc the people who paid $40,000 for 
a lot in tlie Atlantic* 

“Florida developed more in three 
years than finy other state in tim 
union. We have the same w'ondcrful 
scenery, the same fertile soil we had 
before the boom, and we built the 
greatest network of hard-surfaced 
roads in the uniofi."
